The  ChftmkU  observes,  that 

The  moral  improvement  of  the  people,  the  diffusion  of  education  among 
them,  must,  ere  long,  produce  a  revolutS^  hi  Ireland,  if  the  Government 
do  not  render  such  a  change  unnecessary.  Knowledge  is  power,  and 
whatever  adds  to  the  intelligence  of  the  Irish,  sdds  to  their  power  as  com- 
pared  with  the  ascendancy  by  which  they  are  oppressed.  An  ignorant 
people  may  remain  an  oppressed  people ;  but  knowledge  renders  the 
oppressed  dussatiilled,  and,  with  the  desire  to  change,  suggests  the  means 
by  which  the  desire  may  be  gratified.  There  never  was  a  greater  mistake 
than  to  suppose  that  the  diipomtiou  to  revolution  increases  in  the  ratio  of 
oppression.  If  this  were  the  case,  Spain  and  Portugal,  Austria,  Turkey, 
and  Russia,  would  have  been  revolutionixed  before  France.  E^and  was 
less  oppressed  under  the  Stuarts  than  uuder  their  predecessors.  Oppresstoo 
may  be  carried  so  far  as  to  render  a  people  perfectly  apathetic,  resigned  to 
I  whatever  takes  place.  It  b  with  nstiotw  aa  with  inoividuali^penoDS  in 
the  lowest  order  are  often  the  most  contented  with  their  situation,  and  the 
dbposkloo  to  better  their  condition  nows  with  every  step  ascended  in. the 
teaie ;  and  in  like  manner,  nations  who  have  already  made  advances  are  most 
impatient  of  the  obstadet  which  stand  in  the  way  of  their  further  advauce* 
meat  Heoce  the  Catholics  of  Ireland,  under  the  penal  laws,  were  resigned.

Thb  phtloeophv  b  generall^onnd,  but  we  think  it  condudes  with 
t  flaw.  If  people  in  the  last  stage  of  oppression  lost  the  desire  to 
obtain  their  rights,  wt  rosy  be  assured  that  those  small  concessions 
would  never  made,  which  stimulate  them,  ss  the  Chronicle  justly 
describes,  to  seek  the  removal  of  greater  grievances.  The  patient 
onvopining  sufferer  wHl  never  have  redress.  A  relaxation  of  tyranny 
4s  never  spontaneous ;  and  we  may  be  assured,  that  wherever  it  has 
taken  ]^ce,  it  has  not  been  the  unsolicited  reward  of  apathy  or  inac¬ 
tion.  The  bondsman  who  importunes  his  keeper  to  slacken  his  fetters, 
‘inakts  lets  none  than  when  he  b  breaking  prison ;  and  so  it  is  with 
oppressed  pe^e  generally— they  first  put  their  roost  moderate  claims 
md  mkerkordUm,  and,  step  by  step,  advance  to  the  intrepid  vindica¬ 
tion  of  theb  rights.  It  b  not  however  to  be  supposed  that,  because 
in  the  last  stage  of  thraldom  they  were  most  quiet,  therefore  they  were 
abaolutely  content.  The  contrary  b  to  be  argued  from  the  first 
relaxalioD  of  rigour,  which  experience  shews  us  never  to  oome  unso¬ 
licited.

siding  Member  of  one  House  of  the  Legislature  tlius  setting  at  nought 
the  resolutions  of  the  other.  We  cannot  however  accept  the  admission 
as  a  reason  for  allowing  Corporate  Bodies  so  to  apply  their  funds, 
for  we  cannot  prevail  upon  ourselves  to  consider  an  election  gs 
the  legitimate  object  of  Corporation  expenditure;  and  we  are  so 
oUl-fasbioned  as  to  think  that  a  gift  to  a  Corporation  is  founded  on 
the  intent  that  it  should  be  applied  to  no  otlier  than  Corpor.ite  pur¬ 
poses.  The  law  indeed  has  not  hitherto  restrained  the  misapplicatioH 
of  property  by  a  Civil  Corporation,  bat  the  Noble  and  Learned  Defen¬ 
ders  of  the  present  system  cannot  but  be  aware  that  the  discretion 
which  Civil  Corporations  have  now  Ecclesiastical  Corporations  for¬ 
merly  possessed,  and  that  the  restricting  statutes  as  to  Ecclesiastical 
Bodies  were  as  much  in  violation  of  their  then  legal  rights  as  any 
restriction  that  could  now  be  introduced  would  be  of  the  existing 
legal  rights  of  Civil  Corporations.  The  fallacy  is  in 


supposing  th^ 

there  is  no  difierenct  between  the  corporate  and  individual  right  tp 
property.  A  gift  to  a  Corporation  has  always  a  relation  to  the  cor¬ 
porate  ^aracter  and  ks  corporate  duties,  which  are  to  promote  tlrp 
ends  of  ks  institution.  A  Corporation  therefore  is  a  trustee  for  the 
promotion  of  such  ends,  and  every  applicatioo  of  property  that  is  not 
of  such  tendency  is  a  misapplication  of  it.  Mr  Davies  Gilbert  appe^f 
to  us  to  have  taken  a  very  correct  view  of  the  subject,  and  to  have 
stated  the  true  distinctions.  He  observes,  that  **  the  Civil  Corpora^ 
tions  were  evidently,  and  according  to  the  common  sense  of  mankind, 
trustees  for  the  inlkabifants  of  the  districts  over  which  their  jurisdiclioQ 
extended,  holding  their  lands  and  chattels  with  a  tenure  equally  stroog 
as  against  other  parties  as  any  individual  could  hold  them,  but,  in 
regard  to  their  use,  with  a  constnnt  reference  to  the  trust.*’  **  That  it 
would  be  highly  inexpedient  to  subject  those  trustees  to  an  ordinary 
iolerferenoe  in  tbe  management  of  their  ordinary  offices,  whether 
from  the  Court  of  King’s  Bench  or  from  any  other  authority.  They 
should,  in  common  eases,  be  allowed  to  judge  of  tire  best  means  of 
serving  those  for  whom  they  are  to  act,  and  that  a  reasonable  degree 
of  splendour  might  or  ought  to  be  allowed;  but  that  in  cases  sq 
remote  from  the  public  good,  and  so  liable  to  be  directed  by  passion^ 
and  prejudioes  rather  than  by  reason,  as  contested  elections,  it  was 
obviously  improper  to  use  Corporate  Funds,  and  Umt  consequently 
the  present  declaratory  Bill  was  fit  to  be  adopted  by  the  Hause.”<-^ 
If  Noble  and  Learned  Persons  who  opposed  tbe  measure  bad  condo 
scended  to  notice  this  correct  and  discriminating  view  of  it,  wa  ara 
willing  to  hope  that  its  result  would  have  b^en  more  satisfactory  tq 
the  public  mind :  we  trust,  however,  that  tboagh.it  has  failed  this 
Session,  it  will  not  be  abandoned,  but  revived  in  the  course  of  the 
next.  We  cannot  conclude  without  observing^  that  the  public  are 
under  great  obligations  to  Mr  Otway  Cave,  for  the  spirit  and  ability 
with  which  he  has  in  this,  as  in  many  other  instances,  advocated  llieir 
interests. 


CORPORATION  PROPERTY. 

•  We  do  not  propose  to  discuss  the  question,  whether  a  Civil  Corpo¬ 
ration  may,*  as  the.  law  now  stands, < apply  its  foods  ad  libitum;  out 
we  think  that,  if  the  law  does  allow  of  such  a^Hcatron  of  Corporate 
Property,  the  law  cannot  be  too  soon  altered.  The  House  of  Commons 
were  of  opinion  that  it  ought  to  be  altered,  and  passed  a  Bill  for  that 
purpose ;  but  the*  Lords  rejected  it  upon  the  ground  that  tbe  restric¬ 
tions  which  it  proposed  were  an  invasion  of  the  right  of  property, 
Corporations  having,  in  their  opinion,  the  same  right  over  Corporate 
Property  that  individuals  have  theirs.  We  have  already  stated 
that  we  do  not  propose  lo  discuss  the  question  of  legal  right ;  and 
Lord  Goderich,  who  introduced  the  Bill  to  the  Lords,  appears  to  have 
conceded  that  point,  and  to  have  rested  tbe  propriety  of  the  proposed 
measure  upon  considerations  of  public  policy.  Lord  Eldon,  however, 
was  not. to  be  drawn  from  the  dry  question,  whether  such  was  the 
tegil  right ;  contending  that,  if  it  was,  it  was  inviolable ;  and  be  is 
reported  •  to  have  said,  'that  **  If  the  Bill  were  carried,  every  appli¬ 
cation  of  Corporation  funds,  such  as  buying  pictures  or  giving  t 
Lord  Mayor’s  dinner,  would  be  Illegal.”  We  have  been  guarded  in 
stating  ^uch  to  have  ^en  bis  Xa)rdship’s  reasoning,  because,  though 
we  have  often  witnessed  the  plajfiilness  of  his  mind  in  the  administra¬ 
tion  of  justice,  we  were  not  prepared  for  such  a  display  of  pleasantry 
in  the  disenssion  of  a  measure  of  gr^at  constitutional  importance. 
We  cannot  follow  the  Noble  and  Learned  Lord  in  his  logic,  as  we 
cannot  perceive  how  the  restricting  of  a  palpable  abuse  of  a  power 
can  endanger  the  enj6ymeiit  of  a  right  that  has  been  uninterruptedly 
exercised  for  centuries.  To  apply  27,000/.  of  Corporate  Property  to 
an  election  purpose,  is  to  us  very  distinguishable  from  the  purchase 
of  tbe  portrait  of  an  eminent  statesman  or  approved  judge ;  but  if, 
instead  of  occasionally  poichasing  the  portraits  of  .distinguished  per* 
•ODs,  a  Mrporation  were  to  convert  ibeir  raanaioD  bouse  Into  a  pteturt 
gallery, it  would  be  difiBcikt  to  contend  that  such  conduct  would  not  be 
t  grots  misapplication  of  the  Corporate  Fonda.  The  doctrine  of  waste 
19  familiar  to  his  Lordehin’a  nNnd,  and  we  are  surprised  that  it  did  not 
occur  to  bit  Lordship  that  waste,  evert  m  ala  indhridual,  b  Itvally 
t^rded.ti  injurious  to  the  State,'  and  io'  a  ‘public  body  peculiarly 
fcprehentible.

Terrando  (Wood)  is  in  lore  with  Dorabella  (Miss  Cawse);  and 
Gyglielmo  (Thorhe)  with  Fiordiligi  (Miss  Betts.)  Alphomo  (H, 
Phillips)  an  old  bachelor,  lays  his  two  companions  a  wager  of  fire 
hundred  ducats,  that  if  they  will  honestly  assist  him,  he  will  prove 
the  fair  ones  to  be  unfaithful.  His  first  step  is  to  bribe^  Demina 
f Madame  Ferom)  to  co-operate  in  his  plan,  and  keep  his  secret. 
His  next  is,  to  make  the  gentlemen  take  leave  of  their  fair  ones,  under 
the  plea  of  a  sudden  summons  to  join  the  war  against  the  Turks;  when 
be  introduces  them  again,  under  the  disguise  of  mustachios,  &c.,  as 
his  particular  friends.  They  assail  the  ladies  with  many  protestations 
of  admiration,  devotion,  and  attachment ;  and  with  the  unfair  appeal 
to  their  sympathy,  if  not  their  congeniality  of  sentiment,  by  pretending 
to  swallow  poison,  they  have  the  mortification  to  succe^  beyond 
their  wishes.  The  success  is  however  apparent  only,  for  the  two 
ladies  have  discovered  them  (a  poor  compliment,  by  the  way,  to  their 
penetration  as  well  as  preference  if  they  had  not)  and  they  resolve  to 
retaliate  by  complying  with  the  addresses  of  the  strangers.  Detpina, 
who,  duringthe  pretended  poisoning  scene,  is  introduced  in  the  cha¬ 
racter  of  a  physician,  mainly  contributes  to  the  discovery,  and  upon 
being  first  bantered  by  her  mistresses,  and  afterwards  threatened,  is 
easily  induced  to  march  over  to  their  faction.  Each  having  been  ad¬ 
dressed  by  the  opposite  lover,  Despina  appears,  under  the  second 
disguise  01  a  lawyer  producing  a  marriage  contract,  which  the  ladies 
•Ifn,  when  their  lovers  appear  in  their  original  costume,  a  discovery 
and  explanation  takes  place,  they  are  laughed  at,  and  all  parties  unite 
in  jeering  the  old  bachelor,  who  loses  his  wager. 

The  story  having  been  told  as  shortly  as  we  were  able, — for  we 
ourselves  abominate  and  never  look  at  that  skeleton  of  a  play,  the 
plot, — we  proceed  to  a  very  agreeable  task,  that  of  expressing  our 
unqualified  approbation  at  the  style  in  which  the  opera  has  been 
brought  forward,  and  our  equally  agreeable  disappointment  at  the 
manner  in  which  it  was  performs.  From  Mr  H.  Phillips  we  ex¬ 
pected  nothing  short  of  correct  and  tasteful  singing ;  he  suiprised  us 
however  with  pleasant  and  natural  acting.  The  two  first  trios  between 
him  and  Messrs  Wood  and  Thorhe  went  off  with  a  spirit  and  pre¬ 
cision  rarely  heard  in  an  English  theatre.  Mr  Phillips  possesses 
in  a  high  degree  that  desirable  accomplishment  in  a  singer,  and  which 
has  not  often  been  heard  since  the  days  of  Bartlxmaii— of  talking 
in  tone.  We  would  insUnce  the  above  observation  by  referring  to 
bis  enunciation  in  that  inimiuble  first  quintett,  when,  in  answer  to  the 
triumphant  tauntingsof  Ferrando  and  Guglielmo, — “You  see,Sir!^’ — 
be  says,  **  Yes,  I  see.  Sir,  and  I  say.  Sir,  the  ides  of  March  are  not 
endM.’'  His  intonation,  and  the  correctness  with  which  he  each  time 
hit  that  drop  to  the  seventh,  was  perfectly  satisfactory.  This,  with 
the  next,  and  one  or  two  other  concerted  pieces,  it  was  a  happiness 
to  hear  eagerly  encored.  The  trio  with  Dorabella  and  Fiordiligi, — 
Oh  hush’d  be  the  wind  now, 

And  smooth’d  be  the  ocean,”— 

was  exquisitely  sung,  though  perhaps  a  thought  too  slowly,  which 
made  it  drag ;  and  the  quintett  upon  the  lovers’  parting  as  much  too 
hurried.  These  two  compositions,  for  melody,  ingenuity,  expression, 
and  accompaniment,  were  perhaps  never  excelled.  The  laughing 
trio  did  not  go  off  so  well  as  we  expected,  although,  as  we  expected 
it  would  be,  it  was  encored.  The  lovely  duett  between  Ferrando  and 
Onglielmo,  *  Listen,  listen  to  the  breezes,* — the  *  Secondate  aurette 
amicbe*  of  the  original, — went  off  flatly:  either  it  was  not  appre¬ 
ciated  by  the  audience,  or,  being  sung  at  the  back  of  the  stage,  did 
not  come  out  sufficiently. 

To  Mr  Wood  we  owe  our  sincere  congratulation  for  the  share  he 
contributed  towards  frustrating  our  anticipated  disappointment.  He 
performed  his  part  creditably,  and  assisted  in  the  concerted  pieces 
with  considerable  correctness ;  and  from  the  precision  and  confidence 
with  which  he  came  in  at  the  many  difficult  intervals,  t^ether  with 
the  sparing  and  tasteful  ornaments  he  introduced,  gave  sufficient  proof 
that  nt  had  bestowed  no  ordinary  pains  in  doing  the  justice  they  de* 
eerved  to  those  masterly  compositions.  With  how  much  respect  must 
be  now  consider  himself;  and  with  what  feelings  can  be  return  to 
that  puling  balderdash  in  the  Invinciblet,  in  which  he  turned  our 
stomachs  with  his  *Sad  heigh-ho  1*  Mr  Thorns  performed  better 
than  he  sang,  being  sometimes  flat;  yet,  as  he  took  pains,  and  as 
anything  in  a  performer  is  **  tolerable  and  to  be  endured**  but  impu¬ 
dence  fuid  indifference,  we  will  content  ourselves  with  wishing  him 
better  success  at  our  next  hearing.  Miss  Betts  and  Miss  Cawse, 
although  at  times  both  too  hard  and  loud  in  the  concerted  pieces, 
sang  nevertheless  with  more  feeling  and  in  better  taste  altogether, 
than  we  have  hitherto  heard  them.  And  last,  Madame  Feron 
**  nve  proof  unheeded**  how  much  correctness  of  expression  exceeds 
ftdundancy  of  ornament;  aliC  of  good  feeling^  *  which  alone  if  truly 


To  the  managers,  as  well  as  performers,  unqualified  praise  b  due 
for  the  style  in  which  they  have  brought  out  this  opera;  since  cons!, 
dering  the  difficulty  of  the  task,  perhaps  a  more  correct  first  reorJ 
sentation  was  never  heard.  To  aU  lovers  of  music  we  recommendTt 
least  two  attendances;  the  first,  to  hear  the  combination  of  voice  and 
instrument;  the  second,  to  listen  more  exclusively  to  the  masterly 
and  refined  accompaniments.  To  those  who  feel  disappointed  we 
say> — “  In  the  name  of  all  that  is  vulgar  and  common-place,  eo  anri

HOUSE  OF  LORDS. 

Monday t  July  28. 

PROROGATION  OF  PARLIAMENT. 

After  the  usual  forms  attending  the  prorogation  of  Parliament  by  com¬ 
mission,  the  attendance  of  the  Commons  being  procured  by  summons  —the 
Lord  Chanceli.or  read  the  following  Speech: 

**  My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 

**  We  are  commwded  by  his  Majesty  to  acquaint  you,  that  the  business 
of  the  Session  having  been  brought  to  a  close,  his  Majesty  is  enabled  to 
release  you  from  your  attendance  in  Parliament. 

”  His  Majesty  commands  us,  at  the  same  time,  to  return  to  you  his  warm 
adknowledgments  for  the  zeal  and  diligence  with  which  you  have  applied 
yourMlves  to  the  consideration  of  many  subjects  of  great  importance  to  the 
public  welfare. 

“  The  provision  which  you  have  made  for  the  regulation  for  the  import 
of  Com,  combining  adequate  protection  for  domestic  Agriculture  with  due 
precaution  against  the  consequences  of  a  deficient  harvest,  will,  in  the  con¬ 
fident  expectation  of  his  Majesty,  promote  the  inseparable  interests  of  all 
classes  of  his  subjects. 

“  We  are  commanded  by  his  Majesty  to  acquaint  you,  that  his  Majesty 
continues  to  receive  from  his  Allies,  and  from  all  Foreign  Powers,  assur¬ 
ances  of  their  friendly  dispositions  towards  this  country. 

“  The  endeavours  of  his  Majesty  to  effect  the  Pacification  of  Greece,  ia 
concert  with  his  Allies  the  King  of  France  and  the  Emperor  of  Russia,  have 
continued  unabated. 

“  His  Imperial  Majesty  has  found  himself  under  the  necessity  of  declar¬ 
ing  war  against  the  Ottoman  Porte,  upon  grounds  concerning  exclusively 
the  interests  of  his  own  dominions,  and  unconnected  with  the  stipulations 
of  the  Treaty  of  the  6th  of  July  1827. 

“  His  Majesty  deeply  laments  the  occurrence  of  these  hostilities,  and  will 
omit  no  effort  of  friendly  interposition  to  restore  peace. 

”  The  determination  of  the  Powers,  parties  to  the  Treaty  of  the  6th  of 
July,  to  effect  the  objects  of  that  Treaty,  remains  unchanged. 

“  His  Imperial  Majesty  has  consented  to  waive  the  exercise  in  the 
Mediterranean  sea  of  any  rights  appertaining  to  his  Imperial  Majesty,  in 
the  character  of  a  Belligerent  Power,  and  to  recall  the  separate  instructions 
which  had  been  given  to  the  Commander  of  his  naval  mrces  in  that  sea, 
directing  hostile  operations  against  the  Ottoman  Porte. 

**  His  Majesty  will,  therefore,  continue  to  combine  his  efforts  with  those 
of  the  King  of  France  and  his  Imperial  Majesty,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying 
into  complete  execution  the  stipulation  of  the  Treaty  of  London. 

**  His  Majesty  commands  us  to  acquaint  you,  that  his  Majesty  had  every 
reason  to  hope,  when  he  last  addressed  you,  that  the  arrangements  which 
had  been  made  for  administering  the  Government  of  Portugal,  unul  the 
period  at  which  the  Emperor  of  Brazil  should  have  completed  his  abdicatioa 
of  the  throne  of  Portugal,  would  have  secured  the  peace,  and  promoted  the 
happineu  of  a  country,  in  the  welfare  of  which  his  Majesty  has  ever  taken 
the  deepest  interest.  The  just  expectations  of  his  Majesty  have 
appointed,  and  measures  have  been  adopted  in  Portugal,  in  disregard  of  tbs 
earnest  advice  and  repeated  remonstrances  of  his  Majesty,  which  hm 
compelled  his  Majesty  and  the  other  Powers  of  Europe,  acting  io  concert 
with  bis  Majesty,  to  withdraw  their  Representatives  from  Lisbon.  , 

“  His  Majesty  relies  upon  the  wisdom  of  the  august  Sovereign, 
of  the  botue  of  Bragsnza,  to  take  the  course  which  shall  be  best  calcuU 
to  maintain  the  interests  and  honour  of  that  illustrious  fasnily,  and  to 
the  peace  and  happiness  of  the  dominioiu  over  which  it  reigns. 

“  Gentlemen  tf  the  House  of  Commons, 

”  We  are  commanded  by  his  Majesty  to  thank  you  for  the  Suppjj^ 
which  you  have  granted  to  him  for  the  service  of  the  present  year. 
Maj^y  will  apply  them  with  the  utmost  regard  to  economy,  and  wii 
continue  a  deliberate  revision  of  the  pubilc  establishments  with  a  view  to  aoj 
further  reduction  which  may  be  compatible  with  the  dignity  of  the  Crown, 
and  with  the  permanent  interests  of  we  country, 

”  My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 

His  Majesty  commands  us  to  congratulate  you  u|K>n  the  general 
parity  of  the  country,  and  upon  the  satisfactory  state  of  the  Public  ^**2* 
His  MsjMty  Motemplates  the  increase  oi  oar  Financial  f***^**®*?  TJ!, 
peculiar  gratification,  on  account  of  the  decisive  proof  which  it  eiwbsw 
that  the  conffition  of  his  subjects  is  one  of  progressive  improvemeoL

The  accounts,  in  the  French  and  German  Papers,  of  the  progreMof 
the  Russians,  are  very  vague,  and  not  unfrequently  contradictory ;  bot 
on  Uie  whole,  tbeir  advance  has  been  very  slightly  impeded  since  the 
capture  of  Brailow,  and  a  force  under  General  Rudioxr  was,  on  the 
6th  July,  on  iu  march  to  Varna.  The  siege  of  Silistria  is  also  pros^ 
cuted  with  great  activity,  and  although  obstinately  defended,  it  is 
thought  that  it  will  not  hold  out  long.  In  marching  from  the  Danube 
towards  Constantinople,  the  Russians  are  described  as  driving  btfore 
them  all  the  Turki^  population,  none  but  Bulgarian  Cbrisliaos 
remaining  in  the  towns  and  villages.  How  soon  this  sort  of  compres¬ 
sion  will  produce  reaction  and  a  stand,  it  is  impossible  to  collect 
from  the  meagre  statements  regarding  the  councils  of  the  Porte.  It 
is  conjectured,  indeed,  that  Constantinople  will  be  stoutly  defended : 
but  if  no  lines  be  constructed  for  the  defence  of  Pert,  the  safety  of  t^ 
btrbour  will  be  compromised,  and  a  position  obtained  which  will 
command  a  part  of  the  capital.  Letters  both  from  Vienna  and  Con¬ 
stantinople  speak  of  a  letter  addressed  to  the  Duke  of  Willimotow^ 
by  the  Reis  Eflendi,  again  earnestly  retjuesUng  Uie  rciuiD  of

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Arabetsador,  which  of  course  will  not  be  Atteoded  to.  It  appetrs 
that  Ilunia  tlricfly  adheres  to  the  engagement  alluded  to  in  the 
King’s  Speech,  of  not  acting  ofTensively  in  the  Archipelago;  the 
Russian  Admiral  De  Heydek  haring  indirectly  assured  the  Pacha 
of  Smyrna,  that  no  attack  of  that  town  need  be  apprehended. 

The  French  *  Papers  abound  in  speculations  on  their  approaching 
expedition  to  the  Morea,  which  is  to  consist  of  16,000  or  18,000  men, 
under  Lieutenant-General  Majson.  The  eagerness  of  the  military 
to  serve  on  this  occasion  is  very  great ;  and  indeed  all  France  rejgards 
this  interference  as  the  result  at  once  of  sound  national  and  of  liberal 
policy.  The  operation  pf  this  force  in  the  Morea  njav,  according  to 
circumstances,  be  twofold,  lo  the  first  instance,  it  will  materially  aid 
the  Ilussian  adraoce  to  Constantinople,  by  opeimling  as  a  div^on 
in  occupying  the  attention  of  the  Mahometan  population  of  Bosnia, 
Albania,  and  Macedonia  ;  on  the  other  hand,  if  France  should  be  led 
into  an  opinion  that  Russia  is  intent  upon  acquiring  a  too  formidable 
degree  of  power,  a  strong  military  French  force  in  Greece,  added  to 
an  Austrian  army  on  the  frontiers  of  Hungary,  might  render  the  voice 
of  intervention  very  powerful.  The  only  really  dangerous  possibility 
is,  that  of  a  too  good  understanding  between  the  Courts  of  France  and 
Russia,  which,  as  we  voluntarily  assume  the  looking-on  part,  we 
presume  that  the  great  Captain  is  satisfied  is  not  the  case.  Nothing 
can  better  contrast  than  the  editorial  remarks  of  the  French  Jour¬ 
nalists  with  that  portion  of  our  own  press  who  laud  bis  Grace  of  W  el- 
LiNCTON  as  little  less  than  a  Supreme  Intelligence.  The  last,  dis¬ 
cussions  in  Parliament,''  says  the  Editor  of  the  Journal  de  Commerce, 
“  prove  the  imbecility  into  which  the  English  Government  has  sunk 
rince  it  has  fallen  into  the  hands  of  a  Tory  Ministry..  That  which 
constituted  tlie  power  of  Cak HI Ko  has  caused  to  the  Duke  of  Wel¬ 
lington  and  ills  friends,  embarrassment,  alarm,  and  perhaps  ruin. 
Tl>e  policy  of  Ute  great  Statesman  whom  England  has  lost,  rested  on 
this  simple  end  just  idea — to  avail  hinaself  of  all  the.  usual  power 
whicli  absolute  Governments  had  neglected  or  turned  ag^nst  them¬ 
selves.  He  composed  it  out  of  those  elements  of  which  disturbaocei 
and  insurrections  are  formed  in  other  countries ;  and  thus  rallied 
around  him,  throughout  Europe,  everybody  and  everything  not  con¬ 
nected  with  political  and  sacerdotal  privileges."  This  is  high  coloured  ; 
ljut  certainly,  as  regards  the  impression  abroad,  tolerably  true.  It 
may  be  said  that  very  little  has  been  practically  altered  in  our  Foreign 
policy  since  his  death  ;  hut  wliat  say  the  Ultras t  it  is  only  because 
his  military  successor  is  shackled  by  his  engagements.  As  regards  the 
treaty  of  6th  July,  this  is  altogether  false,  as  Great  Britain  might,  as 
to  mere  national  faith,  have  fairly  withdrawn  from  it  on  the  Russian 
declaration  against  Turkey.  It  is  not  the  engagements,  but  the 

moral  power  "  that  cannot  be  resisted  ;  to  say  noUdug  of  financial 
necessity.  The  Tories  bluster  about  what  wight  have  been;  feeling 
the  littleness  of  what  is,  either  upon  their  own  views,  or  those  of  libe¬ 
rality.  The  first  class  would  call  for  fire  and  flame  in  behalf  of  our 
“  ancient  ally  "  the  Turk ;  the  latter  would  show  somewhat  more 
activity  in  the  settlement  of  Greece.  We  blame  not  tire  course  pur¬ 
sued,  because  the  nation  is  not  disposed  to  expense  on  this  or  any 
other  score;  bullet  us  hear  no  more  of  the  statesmanlike  omnipotence 
of  his  Grace,  whose  Tory  sway  is  rapidfy  tossing  over  to  France, 
both  the  moral  and  political  lead  among  the  free  nations  of  Europe. 

In  Greece,  organization  is  proceeding  under  French  and  Ilussian 
pecuniary  assistance  and  ascendancy,  the  country  being  divided  into 
six  departments,  into  which  Commissioners  are  dnpatched,  to  reform 
and  improve  the  ancient  institutions,  which  are  to  be  retained  as 
nearly  as  the  new  state  of  ihinp  will  allow.  It  it  also  asserted,  that 
France  will  assume  the  title  or  Protector  of  Greece,  on  the  principle 
which  we  havje  followed  in  the  Ionian  Isles.  Austria  must  view  all  this 
with  singular  distaste;  but  it  is  said  that  she  is  meditating  something 
like  a  Protectorate  of  Italy,  including  Naples  and  Sardinia.  The 
**  blanket  of  the  dark  "  in  that  devoted  country,  as  Suakespear  says, 
will  then  be  complete. 

Accounts  from  Madeira  bring  the  important  intelligence  of  the 
retention  of  that  island  for  Don  Panao,  by  the  Ooversor  Valdez, 
with  the  content  of  the  principal  inhabitants.  On  the  35th  June,  a 
frigate  arrived  with  a  new  Governor-  from  Portugal,  who  was  not 
allowed  lo  land,  and  the  frigate  was  fired  at  from  the  fort.  The 
Bishop  and  Clergy  declared  for  Miguel,  and  produced  an  insurrec¬ 
tion,  which  however  was  put  down  with  great  energy.  It  is  reported 
that  Ministers  do  not  intend  to  respect  the  blockade  of  Madeira :  are 
they  ashamed  of  their  precipitance  as  to  that  of  Oporto  f  We  hope  so ; 
it  was  as  sinister  In  spirit  as  injurious  in  effect.  The  Emperor  Feoao 
will  have  enough  to  chew  the  cud  upon.  A  naval  force  is  going  out, 
it  seems,  for  the  protection  of  British  property  and  residents. 


In  ihg  Report  on  the  Polioe  of  the  Metropolis,  what  appears  to  be 
the  m^liiuery  of  crime  i*  oten  treated  as  its  causes ;  but  the  ma- 
cblAc^  so  frequently  re-acti  ai  a  oauae  to  a  certain  eateot,  u  to  render 


this  view  of  its  character  very  subtly  erroneous  and  generally  safe  as 
regards  the  corrective  policy.  The  flaeh-houses  are  part  of  the  ma¬ 
chinery  of  crime ;  but  it  is  also  plain  that  they  are  partial  causes. 
They  are  nucleuses  of  the  old  rogues  and  the  nursing  nests  of  young 
ones.  We  see  that  tliere  is  a  disposition  encouraged  by  Sir  Richard 
Birhie  to  place  the  oyster-shops  under  the  regulation  of  the  Magis¬ 
tracy.  We  do  not  perceive  what  but  a  tyranny,  similar  to  that  under 
which  the  publicans  labour,  is  likely  to  result  from  this  arrangement. 
The  control  of  the  Magistracy  has  not  prevented  and  does  not  prevent 
certain  public-houses  from  being  receptacles  for  thieves;  and  this 
being  the  pase,  what  good  effect  can  be  expected  from  their  inter- 
ference  with  the  shelkfisb  shops,  the  coninofi  character  of  which  we 
believe  to  be  represected  as  it  is  without  just  cause,  and  from  motives 
which  will  be  more  readily  conjectured  by  the  public  than  avowed  by 
the  parties? 

We  observe  that  Sir  Richard  Birhie  was  very  intelligently  ex¬ 
amined  as  to  the  advantages  of  superseding  the  present  ri^eiy 
parochial  police  by  an  organized  body  under  one  nead,  fewer  m 
numbers,  but  individually  more  able,  better  chosen,  better  baid,  and. 
stimulate  to  exertion  by  the  prospect  of  promotion.  Sir  Richard’s' 
opinion  U  decidedly  favourable  to  such  a  cliange.  It  may  of  course 
be  thought  natural  that  it  should  be  so,  without  any  reference  to  the 
merits,  as  he  has  a  direct  interest,  as  the  .head  of  the  Police,  in  the 
increase  of  the  scale  of  it,  whjch  cannot  fail  to  be  a  ground  for  a  pro. 
portionate  increase  of  salary ;  but  it  seems  to  us  that  the  reasons  given 
in  favour  of  the  scheme  are  so  strong  as  to  render  the  motive  which 
may  accompany  them  a  matter  of  indifierence.  Our  countrymen  will 
Startle  at  the  idea  of  a  police  similar  to  that  of  F  ranee  in  organization ;  but ' 
it  seems  unreasonable  that  we  should  cherish  a  mere  idea  of  iil^rty 
for  the  especial  advantage  of  thieves.  Protection  is  the  first  object  of 
the  social  compact,  and  adequate  protection  we  have  never  yet  had. 
When  John  Bull  looks  at  a  regiment  of  dragoons  or  grenadier* 
guards,  ready  at  any  moment  to  do  the  bidding  of  the  Government, . 
it  is  absurd  in  biio  to  affect  any  extreme  jealousy  of  a  police  officer 
partaking  of  a  military  character.  Such  scruples  are  the  straining  at 
a  gnat  afier  having  swallowed  a  camel.  As  Government  can  do  what ' 
it  pleases  with  us,  let  us  for  once  grant  it  the  power  of  doing  some 
good  for  us.  We  cannot  restrain  it  where  it  is  mischievously  disposed ; 
and  it  is  idle  to  set  up  the  barrier  of  an  empty  prejudice  in  opposition 
to  a  change  which  will  have  its  substantial  advantages.  An  improved 
police  system,  we  must  observe,  has  never  been  sought  by  Government 
with  that  avidity  with  which  it  would  seek  a  tool  of  mischief.  It  is 
tardily  sharned  into  an  attempt  at  improvement,  and  would  dQubtless 
infinitely  prefer  raising  another  idle  useless  regiment  or  two,  (o 
organizing  a  corps  of  watchmen.

New  National  Gallery. — The  erection  of  a  new  National  Gallery, 
combined  with  a  suitable  building  and  offices  for  the  Royal  Academy, 
has  been  at  length  finally  determined  on.  The  architect  to  whom  the 
buildings  are  to  be  intrusted  is  Mr  John  Nash,  whose  designs  have  been 
approved  of  by  his  Majesty  and  the  proper  authorities.  The  New  Na¬ 
tional  Gallery  and  Royal  Academy — for  so  the  building  is  to  be  denomi¬ 
nated — it  to  be  on  a  grand  scale  of  300  yards  in  length,  having  a  beauti¬ 
ful  Corinthian  portico  and  centre  dome,  with  a  small  one  on  each 
wing,  and  a  lesser  one  on  each  of  the  principal  extremities.  It 
will  occupy  the  site  of  the  present  Riding  House  in  the  King's 
Mews,  Chsring  cross,  immediately  facing  the  south,  and  by  the 
elevation  is  intended  to  be  about  twice  the  height  of  the  first-rate  houses 
at  present  erected.  The  building  will  form  a  very  picturesque  and  noble 
line,  extended  in  a  direction  from  Pall  mall  E^st,  nearly  across  to  St  Mar¬ 
tin's  church.  The  space  immediately  in  front  will  l^  occupied  by  the 
New  Royal  Academy,  which  is  intended  to  represent  an  extensive  Gre¬ 
cian  temple,  having,  at  the  entrance  end  exit,  a  long  flight  of  steps,  and 
standing  at  right  angles  with  the  National  Gallery.  St  Martin's  church 
will,  by  this  plan,  be  left  quite  free  to  the  public  view,  with  a  large  space 
of  ground  railed  in  as  a  burial  place.  The  workhouse  of  Saint  Martin's, 
in  ^etle  street,  will  remain  in  the  back  ground,  but  will  undergo  consi¬ 
derable  alterations  on  the  south  side,  to  correspond  with  other  buildings. 
On  the  east  side  will  be  erected  a  new  and  magnificent  range  of  police 
offices,  intended  aelbe  principal  metropolitan  station,  instead  of  the  pre¬ 
sent  incommodious  office  at  Bow  street.  And  close  to  them  will  appear 
the  vicar'a  hopee  and  the  parochial  schools.  The  grand  line  of  street

be  destroyed.  This  is  genuine  Calvinism. — The  fanatics  in  every  age 
have  found  their  account  in  making  their  followers  believe  (lie  end  of  (he 
world  was  at  hand.  In  some  of  the  wills  and  deeds  by  which  estates 
have  been  given  to  monasteries,  &c.  in  France,  they  have  expressed  (heir 
belief  of  the  world’s  being  nearly  at  an  end,  as  a  reason  for  making  such 
liberal  donations  to  the  church  :  but  it  ia  happy  for  U8,tliat  in  Ciiglaod 
such  wills  would  be  set  aside.  A  case  of  this  nature  occurreil  while  Lird 
Norlhington  was  at  the  head  of  the  law  department.  Reilly  the  Preacher 
had  wheedled  or  frightened  an  old  woman  (Mrs  Norton)  out  of  s  deed 
of  gift  of  50/.  a-year  ;  but  after  the  old  lady’s  panic  and  fear  of  damna¬ 
tion  were  over,  she  had  recourse  to  Chancery,  and  his  Lordship  annulled 
the  deed  of  gift.  His  Lordship’s  remarks  on  such  kinds  of  impositions 
are  very  curious  and  worth  your  reading.  See  '  Collectanea  Juridica,* 
vol.  I,  p.  458." 

Legitimate  Cruelty. — **  One  of  the  most  ridiculous  pieces  of  cruelty 
that  was  ever  heard  of  in  the  world,” — as  iust I y  characterized  by  tbs

— no  lu^urper,  but  an  acknowledged  legitimate.  The  reader  will  proba¬ 
bly  recollect  Voltaire’s  Jfazeppa,  whom  Lord  Byron  hns  immortaliwd; 
though  the  retaliation  of  the  Reigning  Duke  for  the  loss  of  his  venisw 
was  princely  indeed,  compared  with  the  vengeance  of  the  Noble  for  the 
deepest  injury  which  a  husband  can  sustain:—"  Letter  from  Hamburgh, 
Feb. 26, 1655-6 : — Tlie  last  week, several  waggoners  coming  from  Breslau, 
in  Silesia,  upon  their  way  in  the  Duke  of  Saxony's  country,  perceived  a 
slag,  with  a  man  upon  hit  back,  running  with  all  his  might.  Coming 
near  the  waggons,  he  suddenly  fell  down.  The  waggoners  drawing  nigh 
him,  the  poor  mail,  sitting  on  hia  back,  made  a  pitiful  compln>*>*>^ 
that,  the  day  before,  he  was,  by  the  Duke  of  Saxony,  for  killing  “ 
condemned  to  be  bound  with  chains  upon  that  stag,  his  feet  bound  fast 
under  the  atag's  belly,  with  an  iron  chain  soldered,  and  his  * 
chained  to  the  horns !— The.  miserable  man  begged  earnestly  that  ibry 
would  shoot  him,  to  put  him  out  of  his  pain  ;  but  they  durat  not,  fearisg 
the  Duke.  Whilst  they  were  talking  with  him,  the  stag  got  “P 
and  ran  away  with  all  his  might.  The  waggoners  computed  that  , 
run  in  16  hours  26  Dutch  miles  at  the  least,  which  makes  near  I 
your  English  miles.”— JD/ory  of  That.

An  immenae  crowd  collected  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Eiagle  Tavern, 
City  road,  on  Tueaday,  ta  witneaa  the  aacent  of  Mr  Green  in  a  balloon, 
•aa  roonnted  on  a  pony  inatead  of  aeated  in  a  car.  The  little  animal, 
which  ia  of  the  Shetland  breed,  waa  led  round  the  gardena  decorated 
with  blue  aatin  houaing,  bridle,  and  ribbona.  It  haa  been  very  carefully 
trained  by  Mr  Green,  to  whom  it  belongs,  and  haa  already  made  one  or 
two  ascenU  with  him  to  such  a  height  aa  the  ropes  would  allow.  The 
keeper  described  it  as  very  docile,  being  accustomed  to  walk  up  stairs, 
aad  to  lie  down  on  the  hearth-rug  at  the  command  of  its  master.  It 
drinks  tea  out  of  a  cup,  bows  to  ladies,  and  offers  its  foot  to  gentlemen 
s^en  it  is  commanded  to  salute  them.  The  place  of  the  car  was  supplied 
by  a  round  platform,  made  of  strong  and  close  wicker-work,  and  covered 
with  green  cloth.  Its  diameter  was  just  large  enough  to  permit  the  pony 
to  stand  in  it,  and  the  feet  of  the  animal  were  fastened  to  the  bottom  by 
means  of  straps,  which  buckled  round  the  upper  part  of  the  hoofs.  It 
had  a  ledge  round  it  about  five  or  six  inches  high,  and  six  strong  cords, 
at  equal  distances  from  one  another,  suspended  it  to  the  usual  strong  ash 
hoop  to  which  the  cord  net  spreading  over  the  whole  balloon  is  fastened. 
SofM  ballast  was  fastened  in  it  to  keep  it  steady  ;  and  other  ballast  at 
Mr  Green's  command,  as  well  as  his  grapnels,  and  the  rope  communicat- 
iag  with  the  valve  of  the  balloon,  were  fastened  to  the  ash  hoop.  The 

Klatform  on.  which  the  pony  was  placed  was  slung  very  little  more  than 
is  own  height  below  this  hoop,  so  that  the  upper  part  of  Mr  Green’s 
body,  when  seated  on  the  pony,  rose  through  the  hoop.  He  had  the 
means  of  securing  himself  to  the  hoop,  if  he  found  it  necessary.  At 
six  o'clock  the  ropes  were  loosened,  and  the  balloon  soared  aloft, 
taking  a  southerly  direction.  The  pony  evidently  disliked  the  excursion, 
and  plunged  violently  at  the  moment  of  ihe  ascent,  greatly  to  the  terror 
of  the  spectators.  Mr  Green's  exertions  to  preserve  quiet  and  order 
sMcned  wholly  to  occupy  him,  and  perhaps  his  fears  were  not  equal  to 
the  spectator's  apprehensions.  After  a  short  time  the  pony  seemed  to 
become  somewhat  reconciled  to  his  situation,  and  to  remain  comparatively 
quiet.  The  balloon  cost  upwards  of  500/.  though  it  was  made  chiefly  by 
his  own  family.  It  ia  capable  of  containing  1 1 ,000  cubic  feet  of  gas.  The 
expense  of  filling  it  at  the  gas  works  is  20/.  Mr  Green  descended  safe, 
after  a  very  fine  voyage,  at  Beckenham,  in  Kent. — Mr  Green  states,  that 
when  be  waa  released  from  the  earth,  the  horse  made  several  plunges 
backwards  and  forwards,  and  trembled  violently,  evidently  alarmed  at 
the  ahouU  which  he  distinctly  heard  till  he  had  passed  the  Thames. 
The  horse,  however,  in  a  few  seconds,  regained  his  wonted  serenity,  and 
became  quite  passive,  eating  some  beans  from  his  hand,  which,  by 
leaning  forwaro,  be  could  easily  give  him.  Mr  Green  then  hung  out  a 
^pple  to  be  prepared  for  a  descent,  and  he  goes  on  to  state — **  I  then 
msmounted,  to  arrange  some  ballast,  but  finding  that  my  weight  on  one 
side  threw  the  platform  off  its  perpendicular,  and  considerably  discom¬ 
posed  my  little  companion,  I  resumed  my  seat,  and  discharging  a  little 
ballast,  attaining  the  elevation  of  about  a  mile  and  a  quarter.  Here  1 
wu  visited  by  a  descent  of  snow  of  the  finest  texture,  which  had,  from 
the  reflection  of  the  direct  rays  of  the  sun  from  above,  and  the  oblique 
rays  from  the  clouds  beneath,  the  appearance  of  a  shower  of  silver  dust. 
On  descending  a  little,  the  snow  appeared  changed  to  rain  )  but,  on  a  still 
further  descent,  neither  rain  nor  snow  was  to  be  felt  or  seen — a  circum¬ 
stance  not  to  me  unusual.  During  these  gradations,  the  little  animal 
sppeared  quite  at  home,  and  finished  his  bag  of  beans.  Having  been  in 
sir  upwards  of  half  an  hour,  1  began  to  prepare  for  a  descent,  and

The  boy 
grinned  at  the  silver,  but  on  stretching  out  his  hand  to  receive  it,  the 
teacher  of  humanity  gave  him  such  a  rap  upon  hia  knuckles  with  a  cane 
as  made  him  ring.  His  hand  tingling  with  pain,  and  tears  starting  from 
his  eyes,  he  asked  what  that  was  for?  **  To  make  you  feel**  was  the 
reply.  **  How  do  you  like  a  blow  and  a  disappointment?  The  dog 
endured  both  !" 

Natural  History  or  LocuiTS.— It  ia  highly  interesting  to  witness 
the  habits  of  these  insects  on  their  leaving  the  holea  or  crevicea  in  the 
earth.  After  breaking  their  prison-house,  they  crawl  up  the  twigs  of  the 
shrubs  during  the  night,  and  remain  until  the  heat  of  the  sun  the  next 
morning  has  dried  their  outer  coat  or  shell,  wlien  the  insect  acquires  the 
power  of  bursting  it  asunder  and  taking  flight.  There  seems  to  be  no 
regularity  whatever  in  the  time  of  appearance  of  these  destructive 
insects.  In  the  southern  parts  of  the  United. Slates,  in  Egypt,  sod  the 
eastern  parts  of  Turkey,  they  sometimes  make  their  appearance  in 
countless  myriads,  committing  the  most  terrible  devastation  on  vegela. 
tion,  and,  again  disappearing  in  a  few  weeks,  do  not  repeat  their  visits 
for  several  years.  The  sources  from  whence  these  destructive  insects 
proceed  to  their  periodical  though  irregular  migrations,  remain  in  a  great 
measure  unknown,  though  they  are  presumed  to  be  as  follows  t— 'llie 
insects  deposit  an  immense  number  of  eggs  in  the  crevices  of  the  aoil,  but 
the  great  majority  do  not  form /arccr  except  under  peculiar  circumatancee 
of  humidity  and  high  temperature  cumbuied.  The  eggs  in  some  cases 
are  known  to  remain  several  yeara  in  the  crevices  of  the  earth,  before  the 
larva  make  their  appearance.— Lcni/tfii  Weekly  Review,

Knew  the  prisoner  at 
the  bar,  and  saw  him  at  the  Black  Horse,  at  Dunstable,  'twixt  three  and 
four  in  the  afternoon,  with  a  woman ;  but  could  not  say  who  she  was.  She 
had  a  dark  complexion,  and  that's  all  witness  knows  of  her  features.  No¬ 
ticed  the  gown  she  had  on — it  was  a  light  gown,  and  spotted ;  she  had  low 
shoes,  and  white  cotton  stockings,  and  a  light  beaver  hat  or  bonnet.  Saw 
the  body  of  the  murdered  woman  twice.  Witness  did  not  believe  she  had 
the  same  gown  on,  if  it  was  the  same  woman  that  was  at  Dunstable  with 
the  prisoner ;  and  she  was  altered  in  features  a  good  deal  if  that  was  the 
same  woman.  If  it  was  the  same,  she  was  strangely  altered.  Thought  the 
stockings  on  the  dead  body  were  cleaner  than  those  the  woman  had  on  at 
the  fair  at  Dunstable. 

Mr  Hewitt  believed  the  body  of  the  woman  murdered  to  have  been  the 
same  be  bad  seen  with  prisoner  at  the  fair, — had  no  doubt  about  it  at  all. 

Charlotte  Church.  [This  witness,  on  being  put  into  the  box,  also  fainted, 
and  it  was  not  until  after  some  time  that  she  was  sufficiently  recovered  to 
give  her  evidence.]  In  1820,  witness  was  living  at  JJsson  grove,  Paddinff- 
tun.  Prisoner  came  and  called  upon  her,  and  a  female  with  hire.  He  told 
witness  that  the  wmnan  was  his  wife.  Witness  bad  not  seen  her  from  that 
time  to  ibis,  and  did  not  see  the  prisoner  for  two  years  after  that.

John  Morgan  said  the  prisoner  came  to  his  bouse  at  Leighton,  about  four 
miles  and  a  half  from  the  wood,  after  a  man  named  Kicnaidson.  It  was 
in  the  winter  of  1821.  lire  prisoner  appeared  dull  and  uneasy ;  he  put  his 
head  on  his  arm,  and  said  that  **  he  had  been  married  to  an  Irishwoman 
in  London,  and  they  lived  very  uncomfortable  together;"  and  he  said  '*  he 
was  jealous  of  some  other  man,"  and  that  **  she  had  put  him  in  a  place  of 
confinement,  and  he  was  in  for  a  month,  and  she  did  not  appear  against 
him,  and  he  got  out ;  that  he  came  down  into  the  hay-couutry,  and  he

man,  «  of  Court,  had  been  entrapped  into  a  marriage 
oo«  of  the  defendants.  The  Lord  Chancellor  said  it  was  clear  that 
the  defendant  alluded  to  had  sanctioned  the  courtship  between  the  young 
naa  and  his  sister  ;  it  was  true  he  did  not  attend  the  ceremony,  but  the 
partief  went  from  his  house,  returned  there,  dined,  and  in  all  probability 
slapt  there.  It  was  equally  clear  that  he  knew  the  young  man  wm  an 
appreotiee  to  Parsoos,  he  knew  he  was' under  age,  but  n  was  not  cerUin  he 
koew  he  was  a  ward  of  Court.  That,  however,  was  not  of  any  great  impor- 
taace:  it  was  obvious  it  was  his  duty  to  have  informed  the  master  of  the 
aliir  that  was  going  on,  and  not  having  done  so,  but  having  sanctioned  the 
marriage,  he  had  grossly  misconducted  himself;  and. he  could  not  shelter 
himself  under  the  plea  off  his  ignorance  that  the  marriage  was  of  a  ward  of 
Court.  With  respect  to  the  defendant  Marshall,  he  must  have  known  of  the 
minority :  he  went  to  get  the  license,  or  at  least  he  accompanied  the  young 


heard  she  was  ill,  and  about  a  month  after  that  he  heard  she  was  dead." 
He  said,  **  he  had  a  letter  sayiug  she  was  buried  at  Chelsea,  and  there 
was  a  young  man  at  Dunstable  know'd  the  same."  Prisoner  likewise  said, 
“  that  letter,  Richardson,  I’ll  show  to  you."  Witness  asked  prisoner  “  if 
he  had  gone  to  see  the  murdered  body?"  and  prisoner  said,  **  no;  he  did 
not  like  to  go  to  see  her ;  he  wss  not  afraid  to  go  to  Black-grove  wood,  for 
he  had  been  there  nutting  with  a  roan  of  the  name  of  Rigby."  He  and 
Richardson  went  away  together  to  chapel. 

John  Richardson  said  the  prisoner  showed  witness  a  letter,  which  was 
badly  written  and  spelt,  and  witness  could  not  make  it  out  to  know  the 
purport  of  it. 

Richard  Church  said  the  prisoner  had  often  said  before  the  murder,  that 
**  if  his  wife  was  dead,  he  would  give  him  a  pot  of  beer."  After  the  murder, 
the  prisoner  treated  witness  with  a  quart  of  ale,  because,  as  he  said,  his  wife 
was  dead. 

Cross>examined Had  known  prisoner  ever  since  be  was  born,  and 
never  heard  otherwise  thin  that  he  was  of  excellent  character,  and  a  hu¬ 
mane  man.  He  continued  to  live  at  Leighton  till  the  November  after  the 
nturder. 

Jane  Smith  examined  : — lives  in  Somers  town.  Prisoner  lodged  with 
witness  at  the  time  of  the  Coronation.  He  told  witness  that  he  was  married 
to  an  Irish  girl,  who  was  as  nice  a  woman  as  ever  stood  in  two  shoes,  but 
she  was  so  acquainted  with  the  soldiers  at  the  barracks  at  Koighubridge, 
that  he  could  not  live  with  her.  He  said,  she  had  a  young  man  used  to  call 
on  her,  that  she  used  to  call  her  cousin,  but  he  knew  it  was  no  cousin  ;  and 
he  went  next  day  and  pawned  all  her  clothes  and  all  his  sticks.  Witness 
was  very  much  disturbed  by  his  calling  out  at  nights  about  his  wife, 
**  Oh  his  wife !  hit  wife."  Witness  used  to  think  he  was  dreaming  about 
her. 

The  case  was  here  adjourned  till  the  next  rooming,  when 

Charles  Carter  was  re-called,  and  aaid  be  wrote  the  following  paper 
from  having  teen  the  body  of  the  deceued  : — **  On  Wednesday,  15th  of 
August  1821,  between  the  tioura  of  seven  and  ei^t  o'clock  in  tlie  evening, 
a  female  was  found  in  Black-grove  wood,  near  TiLsworth,  with  her  throat 
cut,  and  answering  the  following  descriptbn : — Small  in  stature,  dark 
brown  hair,  but  wearing  false  curls  of  a  much  paler  colour;  hazel- 
coloured  eyes,  her  teeth  large,  bad-coloured,  and  pointing  rather  outwards ; 
she  had  a  smdl  hand ;  on  her  right,  the  Arst  joint  of  her  little  finger  was 
crooked  and  enlarged ;  she  had  remarkably  imall  feet,  high  insteps,  and 
her  toes  pointing  a  good  deal  inwards.  From  her  general  appearance,  sup- 
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The  deceased's  clothes  were  produced. 

Hannah  Room  again  re-called : — I  believe  this  to  be  the  gown,  from  the 
pattern,  the  bottom,  and  the  make  of  it ;  1  noticed  the  make  of  the  gown 
particularly;  1  noticed  her  hair;  she  had  a  false  curl  in  front,  of  a  brown 
colour;  her  hair  was  darker  than  the  false  curls;  I  saw  the  false  curls  that 
were  on  the  corpse,  and  they  were  the  same  she  wore  when  she  came  to 
my  bouse  with  the  prisoner. 

William  Hewitt  re-called : — I  observed  the  dress  of  the  female  that  I 
saw  with  the  prisoner  at  Dunstable  fair  in  1821.  The  gown  produced  is 
esactly  of  the  same  pattern  which  she  wore. 

This  closed  the  case  for  the  prosecution. 

Mr  Justice  Holroyd  said,  it  was  to  be  regretted  that  the  mother  of 
Janet  Lynch,  who  bad  been  examined  in  London,  and  had  given  very 
important  evidence,  had  not  been  produced  as  a  witness  on  the  trial,  it 
had  been  laid  down  in  two  very  memorable  cases  by  Lord  Hale,  that  in 
case  of  murder,  it  was  indispensable  that  there  should  be  a  body  found, 
and  also  that  the  body  should  be  identihed  to  be  the  individual  mentioned 
in  the  indictment.  If  Janet  Lynch  should  be  still  alive,  and  should,  after 
the  conviction  and  execution  of  the  prisoner,  appear,  what  a  dreadful  con¬ 
dition  would  be  and  the  jury  be  placed  in ! 

[It  was  here  accidentally  discovered  that  in  the  lining  of  both  shoes  were 
the  initials  **  J.  £."  Mr  Justice  Holroyd  then  called  upon  the  prisoner  for 
his  defence  ] 

Prisoner : — My  Lord,  on  Monday,  the  13th  of  June  1821, 1  was  employed 
in  reaping  at  Mr  Smith's,  at  Gig  hill,  near  Leighton,  and  I  worked  there  all 
the  week.  I  have  witnesses  to  prove  that  1  was  not  at  Dunstable  fair,  but 
1  was  at  work  at  the  time.  I  came  from  London  to  Leighton  in  February, 
1821,  and  remained  there  till  the  following  July. 

William  Smith,  examined  by  Mr  Kelly  : — I  am  a  butcher,  and  live  at 
Leighton,  and  have  fifteen  acres  of  field  laud ;  1  married  the  prisoner's  sis¬ 
ter ;  I  remember  the  murder.  Eastaffe  was  working  for  me  on  Monday, 
June  13,  1821,  the  Dunstable  fair-day;  he  began  to  reap  between  five  and 
six  o'clock  on  that  morning ;  he  dined  with  me  on  the  Sunday,  between 
twelve  and  one ;  he  went  to  the  chapel  in  the  evening,  and  supped  with  me 
the  same  night,  about  nine  o'clock ;  he  went  to  work  at  reaping  for  me 
next  morning,  and  worked  for  me  all  the  week  ;  I  went  to  Dunstable  fair 
on  the  Monday,  and  left  the  prisoner  at  work ;  on  my  return  home  I  found 
be  had  done  a  good  day's  work ;  I  returned  about  four  o'clock,  aud  found 
him  reaping  :  be  supped  at  our  house  at  nine  o'clock  on  Monday  night,  and 
went  away  to  go  to  his  mother’s;  1  saw  the  prisoner  again  on  the  Tuesday 
and  Wednesday,  and  the  rest  of  the  week,  and  he  continued  at  Leighton 
for  about  fifteen  months  afterwards  ;  I  have  taken  great  pains  to  find  out 
Mrs  Dowring,  otherwise  Lynch,  in  London,  and  believe  she  is  gone  to  Ire¬ 
land. 

Sarah  Smith,  daughter  of  the  last  witness,  corroborated  his  testimony. 
Charles  Sheppard : — I  am  a  grocer  and  cheesemonger,  24  Exeter  street* 
Sloane  street,  Chelsea  ;  I  INed  there  since  May  13,  1823 ;  the  female  who 
went  by  the  name  of  Jane  Lynch  used  to  live  at  my  house,  and  her  mother 
also  ;  the  mother’s  name  was  Downing ;  she  bad  a  second  husband  living 
at  that  time  with  her ;  Jane  Lynch  was  a  short  woman,  of  fair  complexion, 
and  I  rather  think  she  had  hazel  eyes ;  she  bad  light  hair,  rather  sandy  ; 
she  had  nothing  the  matter  with  her  hand  ;  she  had  not  a  crooked  finger,  1 
swear  ;  a  person  who  was  represented  to  be  her  husband  came  to  see  her 
while  she  lived  with  her  mother ;  she  would  not  see  him ;  1  saw  that  man 
at  Dunstable  ;  the  prisoner  is  the  man,  1  pointed  him  out  to  the  constable  ; 
1  saw  him  on  a  Sunday  before  I  had  snut  up  my  shop ;  Mrs  Downing 
remained  at  my  house  after  her  daughter,  who  had  absconded,  on  suspicion 
of  a  robbery ;  this  young  woman  1  did  not  believe  to  be  very  modest.  1 
have  never  seen  her  since  she  absconded,  and  that  was  about  May  1824, 
shortly  before  the  mother  left  me.  She  appeared  about  20  ;  she  was  boro 
in  England,  and  her  mother  was  Irish.  1  have  no  knowledge  of  the  prisoner, 
except  from  his  calling  at  my  house  at  the  time  I  have  mentioned,  and  1 
have  no  interest  in  his  fate. 

Cross-examined Jane  Lynch  wore  her  own  hair ;  she  was  fair,  and  rather 
pitted  with  the  small-pox  ;  the  female  I  speak  of  1  believe  was  born  in 
England ;  she  was  always  called  Downing ;  I  heard  the  prisoner's  name 
was  Eastaflfe  from  my  wife,  two  or  three  days  after  the  prisoner  called ;  the 
name  was  quite  new  to  me. 

Robert  Salmon  said,  I  keep  a  ham  and  beef  shop,  at  12  Queen's  build¬ 
ings,  Koightsbridge.  I  knew  Mrs  Downing,  who  had  a  daughter,  who 
came  into  my  service  in  July  1823.  The  girl's  name  was  Jane,  she  re¬ 
mained  about  three  mouths  with  roe.  She  left  my  service  about  October 
1823.  I  have  reason  to  believe  she  was  not  so  well  behaved  as  she  should 
have  been.  She  came  to  my  bouse  to  get  a  recommendation  to  a  situation 
in'Rawston  street,  Brompton,  aAer  she  recovered.  1  afterwards  heard  of  a 
robbery,  it  was  almut  March  or  April  1824,  and  I  did  not  see  her  again  till 
1  met  her  in  Sidney's  alley,  Leicester  square,  three  months  afterward 
She  appeared  to  be  a  street-walker ;  I  got  an  address  from  her.  It  was  at 
bad  house.  1  aAerwards  met  her  in  the  Strand.  She  gave  me  a  card  of 
her  address,  in  Francis  street,  Blackfriars  road.  I  heard  from  her  mother 
that  she  had  been  married. 

The  Jury,  after  ten  minutea*  consultation,  returned  a  verdict  of  Not 
Guilt  If » 

SrsrroaD,  July  28.— Laaaa  e.  GairvrrHis.— This  was  an  action  to 
recover  compensation  for  a  breach  of  a  marriage  promise. 
pMr  Jaavu  aaid  the  platntiflP,  Miss  Isabella l«ake,  is  one  of  six  children 

*  C^ntleman  who  wu  an  extensive  iron-master  in  Devonshire,  and  who 
dkt)  iototlato,  Soiqo  ytm  after  hit  death  Mn  Leake  married  Capt.  Symes, 


but  first  settled  about  400f.  a  year  on  her  daughters.  The  family  lived  at 
Kinfare.  The  plaintiff  is  the  youngest  of  the  unmarried  daughters  and 
30  years  of  age.  The  defendant  is  an  opulent  farmer,  residing  on  hisWe 
farm  called  Nottington  Hall,  and  paying  a  rental  to  the  Earl  of  SumSd 
of  700/.  a  year.  The  acquaintance  commenced  in  1825;  and  six  months 
after  it  began  the  defendant  obtained  leave  to  pay  his  addresses  to  the 
plaintiff.  The  defendant  is  about  50  years  of  age  and  a  widower,  with  a 
son  about  20.  When  the  defendant  first  sought  permission  to  pay  coart  to 
the  plaintiff,  it  was  objected  to  him  that  he  had  a  son ;  he  was  £o  told  that 
the  plaintiff's  fortune  was  very  small ;  and  he  was  reminded  of  the  disparitv 
between  their  ages.  The  defendant  replied,  that  his  son  was  whollv 
dependent  upon  him  ;  that  be  did  not  require  a  fortune,  having  enough  of 
his  own ;  and  that,  notwithstanding  his  age,  he  bad  no  doubt  he  could  make 
the  plaintiff  a  happy  wife.  It  was  further  suggested,  that  the  plaintiff  wu 
unfit  for  the  duties  of  a  farmer's  wife ;  but  this  was  met  by  the  defendant 
declaring  that  be  had  an  efficient  housekeeper,  who  would  attend  to  the 
heavy  household  duties.  As  both  the  fatner  and  mother  were  in  moat 
delicate  health.  Miss  Martha  Leake  called  utoo  the  defendant  to  declare 
his  intentions,  when  he  proposed  marrying  in  November,  immediately  after 
the  harvest.  A  day  was  subsequently  named,  when  the  party  were  to  go 
to  Birmingham  to  purchase  the  wedding  dresses ;  but  the  defendant,  mn^it 
to  the  surprise  of  the  family,  instead  of  keeping  his  appointment,  sent  the 
following  letter:— 

"  Whittington  Ball,  19/A  October  1827. 
My  ever  rear  Isabella, — No  doubt  my  unusual  absence  from 
Kinfare  has  excited  some  surprise  (and  I  will  now  candidly  state  the  cause.) 
The  overwhelming  depression  which  has  happened  to  myself,  and,  indeed, 
every  one  engaged  in  agriculture,  has  roost  materially  altered  our  future 
prospects  in  life,  and  lest  I  bring  others  into  difficulties  as  well  as  myself,  1 
am,  my  ever  dear  girl,  only  anxious  that  our  union  may  be  postponed  fora 
short  time,  in  order  to  ascertain  what  may  be  tlie  event.  If  it  should  be 
asked  why  was  not  this  communication  maide  in  person,  I  answer,  the  clow 
manner  in  which  the  family  have  pressed  the  matter  left  me  little  chance  of 
explaining  so  delicate  an  affair  satisfactorily.  Far  be  it  from  me,  my  dear 
girl,  to  retract  the  solemn  promise  I  have  made  to  marry  you  in  the  most 
unqualified  sense  of  the  word,  and  with  the  best  hopes  and  wishes  to  make 
you  happy.  If  this  letter  should  be  received  in  the  spirit  with  which  it  is 
written,  it  will  relieve  my  mind  from  that  anxiety  which  has  lately  *  prayed' 
upon  it,  in  a  manner  which  none  but  those  that  feel  can  know.  If,  unhap¬ 
pily,  it  should  be  construed  as  a  subterfuge  or  expedient  to  evade  and 
'  proxastinate,'  it  will,  of  course,  lead  to  a  separation  ;  and  then,  my  dear 
girl,  nothing  will  be  left  me  but  the  offer  of  my  sincere  friendship,  and  the 
expression  of  every  good  wish  for  the  happiness  and  prosperity  of  every  part 
of  the  family.

Addressed — Mies  Isabella  Leake,  Kinfare** 

Under  the  advice  of  her  mother  and  family,  the  plaintiff  very  properly  did 
at  once  construe  this  letter  into  an  attempt  to  evade  and  to  procrastinate, 
and  accepted  at  once  the  alternative  which  the  defendant  proposed.  Is 
the  montti  of  the  following  December,  the  defendant  met  Mrs  Symes  ia  the 
village  of  Whittington,  expressed  his  great  concern  that  the  connectioD  kid 
been  broken  off,  declared  he  never  passed  their  door  without  shedding  tears, 
and  requested  permission  to  renew  the  acquaintance.  The  plaintiff  wu 
absent  from  home :  but  on  her  return,  the  following  note  was  sent 

“  W.  Griffithes  most  respectfully  takes  the  liberty  to  ask  Mrs  Symes,  if 
there  will  be  any  objection  to  his  calling  at  Kinfare,  and  speaking  with 
Miss  Isabella. 

“  Whittington  Hall,  13/A  Feb.  1828."  .  . 

The  result  was,  that  the  defendant  again  paid  his  addresses  to  the  plam^ 
and  he  was  received  as  a  future  husband.  Miss  Martha  Leake 
her  disgust  at  the  renewal  of  the  connection,  and  her  distrust  of  the  dew* 
dant,  at  which  he  affected  to  be  much  offended :  but  matters  were 
ciled,  and  the  parties  were  again  to  go  to  Birmingham,  to  oat-fit  for^ 
wedding.  A  day  was  named  ;  and  the  defendant  required  another  pw* 
ponement ;  on  this  the  ladies  desired  to  go  without  him  :  but  he  obje^* 
jocularly  observing,  they  might  spend  too  much  money.  He  wu  re|imiw 
be  had  no  fair  control  over  it,  at  that  time  :  in  answer  to  which  he  owerw 
that  it  was  the  money  of  the  same  family.  The  marriage  was  fixw  for 
10th  of  April,  and  on  the  21at  of  March  the  defendant  critinsed  me 
patterns  to  be  taken  to  Birmingham  the  next  day.

Lord  Tenterden  said,  that  whether  or  not  the  defendant  would  be 
ruined,  was  no  question  of  theirs,  all  that  they^  had  to  do  was  to  administer 
the  law  as  it  stood.  A  great  deal  had  been  said  about  the  harshness  of  the 
present  measure,  but  he  did  not  know  why ;  if  the  legislature  should  think 
that  the  present  law  was  wrong,  it  was  in  their  power  to  correct  it ;  but  as 
it  stood  at  present,  it  was  clear  on  the  face  of  the  defendant's  own  playbills 
that  he  had  violated  the  law  six  times. 

Verdict  for  the  plaintiff — Damages,  100/. 

Slander.— ‘Sandon,  £sq.  v,  Fostbr.— ‘This  was  an  action  brought  by 
the  plaintiff  against  the  defendant,  for  slander.  Females  were  requested  to 
quit  the  Court. 

Mr  Gurney  said  the  plaintiff  was  a  man  of  family,  and  sought  to  clear  his 
character  from  one  of  the  most  horrible  imputations  that  could  be  cast 
upon  it. 

Mr  Henry  Valance :  I  was  at  the  Gun  Tavern,  Lambeth  road,  on  the 
I2th  May  last,  in  the  coffee  room  ;  and  found  defendant  there,  and  six  or 
seven  other  persons;  Mr  Sandon's  name  was  mentioned;  Mr  George 
Bowes  came  in,  and  observed,  **  That  is  Mr  Bowes  whom  1  see  here  some* 
times  with  Captain  Sandon  and  other  gentlemen)'*  Foster  said,  **  What, 
Captain  Sandon  of  the  86th  ?  He  was  turned  out  of  the  reuiment  for 

- I  said,  “  Perhaps  you  are  mistaken  in  the  man  ?'*  **  No," 

said  Foster,  **  I  am  not ;  I  knew  him  perfectly  well,  he  is  paralysed  on  the 
left  cheek  ;**  such  is  the  case  with  the  plaintiff's  left  cheek  ;  Foster  then 
proceeded  to  make  other  charges  against  the  plaintiff  of  the  most  disgusting 
nature,  and  which  it  is  impossible  to  t  Foster  then  said  that  he  would 
bring  a  Mr  McNally  on  the  following  Thursday  to  prove  what  he  had  said; 
I  crossed  the  room,  and  told  Mr  Bowes  what  I  had  heard,  and  Foster  re¬ 
stated  to  him  what  he  had  already  told  me  ;  other  persons  in  the  room  heard 
this  conversation. 

Cross-examined : — I  was  there  on  another  ni|ht  when  there  was  an  enquiry 
about  this  matter  in  the  room ;  both  plaintiff  and  defendant  were  then 
there.  Defendant  brought  McNally  to  prove  that  he  had  heard  the  charge 
elsewhere ;  but  M*Nally  said,  **  1  have  no  charge  of  the  kind  to  bring 
against  Captain  Sandon,  or  any  other  human  being — God  forbid !"  It 
was  the  wish  of  the  company  that  the  defendant  should  make  an  apology  for 
what  he  had  said,  and  he  did  so. 

Mr  Adolphus  said,  it  appeared  that  his  client  had  imprudently  repeated 
what  he  had  heard  elsewhere ;  for  it  was  pretty  clear  that  his  informant 
had  been  Mr  M*Nally,  and  that  he  had  done  sd  rather  from  the  fulness  of 
his  mind  on  the  question  than  from  any  malice  or  unkind  feeling  that  he  en¬ 
tertained  towards  the  plaintiff.  The  evidence  went  also  to  shew,  that  the 
accusation  having  been  made  in  a  particular  place,  it  was  suggested  that 
an  apology  should  in  that  place  be  offered,  which  offer  was  accepted  and 
acted  upon  by  the  defendant. 

Die  Jury  deliberated  for  a  few  minutes,  and  found  a  verdict  for  the 
plaintiff— Damages,  25/. 

Charles  Bennett,  aged  29,  Edward  Bird,  aged  21,  and  fVilliam  Jar* 
maine,  aged  21,  were  indicted  for  a  buiglary  at  Malden;  and  James 
Holden,  aged  20,  was  charged  with  being  accessary  before  the  fact. 

Samuel  Gascoyne,  an  accomplice,  admitted  as  an  approver,  said  that  on 
the  day  previous  to  the  robbery  he  and  the  prisoners  met  together  at  a 
public-house  called  the  Sea  lion,  in  Maldon,  tor  the  purpose  of  arranging 
a  plan  which  they  had  in  contemplation  to  rob  the  father  of  the  prisoner 
Holden  (a  publicam,  residing  in  Kent  street)  of  his  horse  and  cart.  At  this 
meeting  it  was  proposed  by  Bennett,  that  they  should  go  and  rob  the 

b - dy  old  Parsou  Williams,"  who  lived  close  by  ;  and  Bennet  asked  the 

witness  if  he  had  brought  his  tools  with  him,  as  it  was  sure  to  turn  out  a 
**  good  job."  The  plan  to  rob  old  Holden  of  his  horse  and  cart  had  been 
proposed  by  young  Holden,  the  prisoner;  and  when  this  second  "job"  was 
proposed  by  Bennett,  it  was  agreed  that  they  should  "  do  Holden's  job 
first,  and  then  the  horse  and  cart  would  be,  useful  in  the  other."  On  the 
night  of  the  robbery,  they  met  tooether  at  the  Plough,  in  Kent  street,  the 
house  kept  by  the  prisoner  Holdcne  father,  and  from  thence,  about  twelve 
o'clock  at  night,  they  proceeded  to  the  house  of  the  prosecutor,  the  Hev.  Mr 
Williams,  which  is  distant  about  a  mile  and  a  half  Irom  the  Plough.  Wit¬ 
ness  carried  the  **  tools,"  which  were  his  own  property.  When  they  arrived 
at  Mr  Williams's  house,  one  of  them  got  over  toe  garden  gate,  to  let  the

He  imy  consulted  for  a  short  time,  and  then  gave  a  verdict  for  the 
pUiatiff— Damages,  400/.  The  verdict  excited  some  applause  in  a  very 
crowded  Court. 

Lincoln,  July  29.— fTi/Ziam  Draper,  a  farmer’s  servant,  was  indicted 
^  er  having,  on  the  5th  July,  abused  Esther  Squires,  a  single  woman.  The 
Prosecutrix,  about  21,  said,  she  went  to  Newark  market,  to  sell  butter  for 
her  mistress,  and  on  her  return  she  came  up  with  two  carts.  She  applied 
to  the  prisoner,  who  said  she  might  ride  with  pleasure  in  his  cart.  The 
prisoner  afterwards  came  into  the  cart.  He  put  her  down  by  force.  She 
OTcd  out.  No  one  heard  her.  She  threw  out  his  whip,  thinking  he  would 
follow  it,  and  that  she  then  could  esem.  He  did  not  follow,  but  called  to 
his  horses  to  stop.  They  did  stop.  The  prisoner  then  succeeded,  and  she 
fainted.  This  was  some  short  distance  below  Sir  R.  Heron's  Lodge.  She 
ut  in  the  cart  after  this,  being  very  ill  in  consequence  of  what  the  prisoner 
did  to  her.  She  went  through  Claypole,  and  on  to  the  end  of  the  lane  leading 
to  her  mistress's.  She  told  her  mistress,  and  another,  that  she  had  been  ill- 
used. 

Cross-examined. — ^The  cart  did  stop  while  the  prisoner  was  abusing  her. 
She  sat  in  the  cart  after,  because  she  was  not  able  to  get  out.  She  never 
said  a  word  to  the  prisoner  after  he  so  ill-used  her.  She  did  not  speak  to 
any  one  on  the  roan.  She  was  faint  and  sick.  She  had  no  conversation 
with  Mrs  Harvey,  at  Sir  R.  Heron's  Lodge.  It  was  not  to  the  prisoner  she 
said.  Thank  you,  young  man,  but  to  John  Parkinson. 

Mrs  Lupton  and  Mrs  Jackson  spoke  to  the  girl's  torn  and  tattered  condi¬ 
tion  when  she  came  home,  and  said  the  girl  was  always  remarkable  for  her 
modesty. 

Several  witnesses  were  called  for  the  defence.  One  said  he  saw  the 
mau  and  cart  in  the  part  of  the  road  named  by  the  prosecutrix.  They  did 
not  stop.  Others  proved  that  the  girl  was  in  conversation  with  the  prisoner 
all  the  way. 

Mrs  Harvey  said  she  spoke  to  the  girl  respecting  the  price  of  butler  at 
Newark. 

John  Parkinson  said  that,  in  leaping  out  of  the  cart,  the  girl  said  to  the 
prisoner.  Thank  you,  young  man,  for  the  ride ;  the  prisoner  said,  You  are 
welcome. 

[  The  prisoner  was  acquitted, 

CuiLoroED,  July  30.— Dunn  u.Davidox.— This  was  an  action  brought 
hy  the  plaiotiff,  the  Treasurer  of  Drury  lane  Theatre,  against  the  present 
Lessee  of  the  Coburg  Theatre,  to  recover  two  penalties,  of  50/.  each,  for 
having  performed  a  serious  drama,  founded  on  Home's  Douglas,  and  a 
tragedy  called  the  L\fe  and  Death  of  King  Rickard  III, 

Mr  Gurney  said  a.  statute  had  been  passed  a  considerable  number  of 
years,  by  which  their  former  right  of  patent  was  secured  to  the  two  great 
theatres,  and  by  which  a  penalty  of  50/.  was  enacted  against  any  one  who, 
within  20  miles  of  London,  should  cause  to  be  played,  for  hire  or  reward, 
sny  play,  entertainment,  farce,  or  interlude,  or  any  part  thereof.  The 
'  defendant  had  undeniably  violated  this  statute  in  two  instances.  It  would 
appear,  by  the  play-bills  of  the  Coburg  Theatre,  that  a  child  of  the  name  of 
Muter  Smith  was  thought  likely  to  prove  a  great  attraction,  and  for  the 
sake  of  introducing  thia  young  RoMius  the  plays  of  Douglas  and  Richard  III 
were  performed,  aod,  as  they  were  informed  at  the  bottom  of  the  bills,  with 
rapturous  applause ;  so  that  it  was  clear  that  those  regular  plays  were 
drawing  audiences  to  the  Coburg  Theatre,  and  therefore  to  a  certain  degree 
taking  them  away  from  the  large  •  theatres,  by  which  the  value  of  their 
patent  of  course  became  materially  injured. 

The  copyist  of  Drury  lane  said  he  bad  attended  the  performances  with 
his  pK>mpt-bos>k,  and  the  plays  performed  at  the  Coburg  were  the  same  as  !

At  two  o'clock  on  Saturday  morning,  Hereford  College  waa  discovered 
to  be  on  fire.

About  three  o'clock 
groans  was  heard  in  the  direction  of  (he  butler's  room,  in  (he  soutb-esit 
angle,  and  it  was  immediately  discovered  that  tliey  mutt  proceed  from 
Constable,  the  btrtler,  who,  in  the  anxiety  to  save  the  plate,  was  in  flsmei. 
A  ladder  was  quickly  procured,  and  the  poor  fellow  was  rescued,  but 
exhibiting  a  wretched  picture  of  suffering — his  hands  and  face,  and  diffi- 
rents  parts  of  hk  body,  were  draadfnlly  scorclied.  The  plate,  the  deeds 
and  other  papers, and  the  library  of  the  college, escaped  uninjured;  btft 
the  private  library  of  the  Rev.  H.  Monday  suffered  considerable  damige, 
as  ako  the  furniture  of  several  other  members.  The  entire  loss  is  esti¬ 
mated  at  from  ten  to  fifteen  hundred  pounds. 

The  mansion  of  George  Lane  Fox,  Esq.  in  Bramham  Park,  near  Tad- 
caster,  was  nearly  destroyed  by  fire  on 'Tuesday  morning  last.  Tbs 
centre  of  the. building  was  entirely  reduced  to  ruins,  and  the  right  wing 
much  injured.  Hie  property  destroyed  is  estimated  at  nearly  40,000/. 
of  which  only  a  small  amount  was  insnred.  ^  ^
